hydrogen bomb test, und it 
isu pity the entire rest of 
the world cannot have the 
vame knowledge Impressed 
upon them in the same 
way. There has been an 
understandable tolerance 
of experiments in ntomic 
and thermonuclear energy 
designed to perform 
military service becnuse 
the wenpons were accepted 
as deterrents to aggression, 
But as Chureh of England 
Times has observed in 
a penetrating comment, 
everything is “irrelevant 
to the sallent moral 
fact that this new 
weapon in oan unholy 
affront to the conscience 
of mankind.” Furthermore 
nuclear bombs are utterly 
different to any previous 
weapons in the history of 
the world and “thelr effect 
will not only be to kill 
millions but to poison the 
springs of human health 
for uncounted generations,” 
This is no flamboyant 
measure of speech; on the 
contrary it is a statement 
of sober and sombre fact, 
and it applies with equal 
force to the peoples of the 
East as it does to thoue of 
the West. It is just this 
which clearly — influenced 
Mr Attlee in’ the composi- 
tiun of his Party's motion 
which is to be presented to 
the House of Commons next 
Monday advocating a top- 
level meeting of the three 
nations most actively 
engaged in the development 
of nuclear weapons—the 
United States, Britain and 
Soviet Russia, Such a meet- 
ing would not bring about 
tho immediate total aboli- 
tion of weapons which = it 
has now been proved could 
virtually destroy the world, 
but it could, and probably 
would, hasten concerted 
action towards outlawing 
thermonuclear weapons. 
Every possible avenue to 
this end must be explored 
if our so-called civilisation 
is to avoid obliterating 
ituolf.

Food Neglected 


Chronic alcohobes are usually 
poorly nourished, and often show 
vitamin defictencies, especially of 
the B-vitamin group, These de- 
Mficiencles show up in .nerve 
symptoms such as wrist-drop, 

jitters and the general 
instability which Increases as 
the alcoholic grows ‘worse. Such 
nutritlonal states are the result 
rather than the cause of chronic 
drinking. The drmker neglects 
fuod, and suffers malnutrition, 
even though he muy be grossly 
dat on alcohol. It stilt remains 
port of the treatment of the 
alcobolle tu resture him to good 
nutrition, but this “is Jor the 
soke of his general bealth, and 
is not regarded o3 a specific 
uttack on his alcoholism. 

Withdrawal of alcohol, ond 
the use of sedatives, once al- 
most the exclusive reliance in 
treatment, may still be required, 
but are mow relegated toa place 
of accessory rather. than primary 
treatment. An important 
accessory, often, 

Now the main attack on alco- 
holism is the senrch for |ta basic 
cause in personality defects and 
tradequacies, and the effort to 
remove these causes, And now 
modern medicine has returned to 
a form of old-time religious ¢x- 
perience ag the best basis for 
permanent cure of alcoholism. 
Its name is Alcoholics 
Anonymous—AA for short, 

Alcoholics Anonymous will 
succeed when the Individual is 
ready to admit that alcohol bas 
him Ucked; when he stops 
deceiving himself into belleving

Fa 
é\ Judiclous combination of 
medical treatment and AA help 
is the best hope for the alcoholic, 
But his family and frjonds must 
help, by not offering temptation, 
and -by refraining from any of 
the old-fashioned exhorting, 
shaming, denouncing and other- 
wise making the alcoholic think 
wore of himself than he already 
joes.

Dodgson-Carroll was ao mixed 
bag of eccentricities and talents; 
inventor of the “nyctograph” (a 
device enabling one to write in 
the dark), the “Wonderlund 
Postage Stamp Case" and a Rule 
for successful betting, His diary 
contains interesting, unguarded 
glimpses of a curious mind. It 
could, however, have been 
pruned of many entries that are 
merely trivial. 

One afternoon, on being ad- 
mittet to a house, Lewis 
Carroll dropped on hands and 
knees and entered a room from 
which a hubbub of volces pro- 
ceeded. A conference of scrious 
women were startled by this 
apparition; so was Carroll, who 
had been Invited to a children's 
party and had arrived at the 
wrong house. : 

Readers of his diary. (of 
which four volumes have 
mysteriously disappeared) will 
think that, in a sense, Lewis 
Carroll was in the wrong house 
all the time.

Many = experts have been 
called in to give advice and a 
recent unofficial comment on 
progress says that one interest- 
ing suggestion is to provide 
Nghting In huge _ batterles 
directly over the playing field. 

In Glasgow the experiment is 
being carried “out at Shawfield 
Stadium, the home of Clyde 
fvotball Club, and there the 
work has been based on the 
earlier experience gathered 
from a study of the lighting 
installed in the greyhound 
racing track which runs round 
the soccer playing field. 

When a full scale match was 
played there recently the 
general attitude was that the 
lighting system was the best 
that had so far been attempted 
and the specially selected 
players who had had experience 
of other systems said that this 
was the first time they had

Like all major sports, cricket 
just cannot tolerate hoollganism 
or mob rute and If the players 
are to be intimidated and the 
umpires threatened it fs high 
time we stopped playing cricket. 


Whats the = plain men of 
Hamblieden = who invented this 
“lovely gume with the lovely 
name” would think could they 
return to a modern Test cn- 
counler I would not care to 
think, 


Unfortunately at times it 
would seem that too much atten- 
tion Is placed by some on 
nnuional prestige depending on 
the result of Tests. 

We are getting further and 
further from ‘he fundamental 
fact that a cricket match, 
whether It is between England 
and Australin or two nelghbour- 
Ing village sides, is a test of 
skill between friends, 


It cricket does not make 
friends — only cnemies — and 
arouses nothing but base 
passions and jealousies we had 
better think again und invent 
a more innocent pastime, 


TENSION HAS MOUNTED 


Tension in Test cricket has 
undeniably mounted and as one 
famous player sald to me re- 
cently; “You would not think 
it was a GAME nowadays." 
With television focussed on the 
wicket, ball by ball commen- 
taries plus the press reports, it 
is now news If a player blows 
his nose on the field. 


In fact on one Test last year 
when I drew out a handkerchief 
to mop my brow an umpire 
said to me “Do you realise they 
are watching you do that hun- 
dreds of miles away?" 


It really is extraordinary and 
that remark made me realise 
how important it is for the 
modern player to be restrained 
In his every action, his every 
gesture,.He must not even 
swear under his breath for lip 
readers watching television are 
able to “read” what he has sald! 


And {€ my readers — Imagine 
that to be far-fetched I can tel! 
them o player was ‘actually 
“pulled up” ‘by: an indignant 
correspondent last year. He 
objected to what bad been sald 
under the player's breath and to 
himself! 


With the situation as delicate 
as it {is In many parts of the 
world where cricket {is played 
the players can help to 
sanity and o more peaceful 
atmosphere by helping umpires 
in two ways. 


First, they must learn to be 
fair appenlers. By this. I mean 
they must never appeal unless 
hey genuinely believe it to be a 
fair claim. Second, by accepting 
the decision of the umpire 
promptly and without question. 

Betting on many grounds over- 
seus is a menace which the local 


authorities must make every 
attempt to stamp out mo matter 
how unpopular their actions 
might be. Cricket was neyer a 
medium for gamblers anyway. 


DEADLY DANGER 


At the risk of being accused 
of preaching 1 believe It be 
hoves each ond everyone of us— 
players, officals and crowd—to 
preserve the spirit of the game 
which we are In deadly danger 
of Josing. We must back up the 
umpires to the hilt and put a 
check on any shady triciss, 


Silence is necessary to the 
batsman concentrating on re- 
eelving ao ball, Yet there have 
been cases In England in recent 
yeara of the slow handclap while 
the bowler !s running up to tho 
wicket, of demonstrations by 
members who should set an 
example of good behaviour,

The resolutlon, in its final 
form, did not mention Senatar 
McCarthy by name but Mg 
Perham told the Convention. 
“You know this resolution was 
almed at McCarthyism.” 

There was no applause after 
he conclud:d his remarks. A 
few boos were heard. 


The resolution said: “Amend 
by adding the following words 
to the national affairs plank of| 
the platform: We as_ Repub- 
Ncans of Maine reaffirm our 
falth in our American system of 
representative democracy, We 
also recognise the right of our 
Government to investigate and 
Prosccute ‘all cases of subversion 
and treasonable acts against the 


United States of America, but da 


in so doing that such procedure 
should bo carried on according 
to the principles of {air play 
and justice as exemplified in 
the Bill of Rights and the Con- 
stitution of the United States,”
